CHAPTER 152. 

AN ACT to enable the corporation of the village of Sparta to construct 
sidewalks, and otherwise improve the streets of said village. 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and dssernbly, do enact as follows. 

SicarioN 1. Whenever two•thirds of all the resident In  motion  to  
owners of real estate bounding on one or both sides of sidewalks and 
any street or part of street, not less than twenty rods in grading /treats' 
length, in said village, shall desire to have such streets 
graded, or sidewalks erected thereon, and shall make 
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°RAPTI"' 1' 2.  and sign an application therefor, in writing, to the 
board of trustees of said village, the said trustees may, 
thereupon, establish the grade and order such improve-
ments as are asked for in said application, and direct 
the surveyor, or any other competent officer of the cor-
poration, to estimate the expense thereof, and the 
amount properly chargeable to each lot, on the side of 
the street on which said sidewalks are located and es-
tablished.

The act entitled an act to enable the corpora- 
tion of the village of Sparta to construct sidewalks and 
otherwise improve the streets of said village, approved 
March 17, 159, is hereby repealed. 

§ 6. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage.
